had risen far obove its normal height 
and the banics were below water. 
Frantle villagers were beating the 
water round the pond to keep the fish 
in but they were not too successful, 
nao many large specimens were later 
found flopping out their dives in the 
paddy elds, stranded by the sub- 
sidbuge waters, . 


ROAD FLOODED 


Arrived at the village, the party:} 


found itn car still on four wheels, but 
when they attempted to drive -off in 
the direction of Castle Penk they 
found that the road was flooticd over 
in neveral places. A short distance 
from the village they ran into 2 
stream across the rond which brought 
the water aver the scats and caused 
the engine to fail. : 


The party then telephoned to. Kow- 
loon for nesistance but similar flooded 
patches between Un Long and Castle 
Peak made towing in Impossible and

. Chief Warder IL, ‘Barrett, of the 
Victorin Gaol, stated that. the 
deceased, prisoner No, 6306, Wong 
Sau, was ndmlitted to the gaol on May 
22 after ho had been sentenced to 
four monts’ hard labour and died at 
8.20-a.m, on July 26 tn the prison 
hospltal. 

Dr, G. 1. Shaw, Medical OMcer of 
Victoria Gaol, testified that he first 
saw tho prisoner on May 23 last and 
found his condition to bo: poor. 
prisoner was suffering. from chronic 
tuberculosis and was « chronic.opium 
addict. He was admitted to the 
prison hospital on July 24 and died ot
